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DETAILED ACTION

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2. The inventions listed as Groups I-X do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The subject matter common to all inventions is a 
heterogeneous mixture comprising a polymeric matrix and a liquid material that functions as an 
electrode, electrolyte, or electronic/ionic intermediate conductor. Klein et al (U.S. Patent 
4,225,657) teaches, among other features, a polymeric matrix containing aqueous KOH as an 
electrolyte material (see columns 5 and 6). Accordingly, the inventions lack a common special 
technical feature which makes a contribution over the prior art (37 CFR 1.475(a)).
